APRIL FOOLS’ IS TRULY THE ABSOLUTE 
WORST, SO HERE IS ITS TERRIBLE HISTORY

B race yourself: April Fools’ Day the worst holiday of the year, is upon us 

again, with its annual onslaught of awkward political gags, careless media 
blunders, eyeroll-inducing ad campaigns, mean-spirited pranks and, if 
you’re lucky, maybe an actual laugh. 

But probably not. 

How did we get into this mess? We asked Alex Boese, curator of the online Museum of Hoaxes. 
He says you can blame the Dutch (who first referenced April Fools’ in a 16th-century text) or the 
French (who overhauled their annual calendar in the 1500s, confusing “fools” who didn’t adapt). 
Or maybe the U.K., home of the first April Fools’ Day prank on record, or Germany which 
popularized fake April Fools’ news stories. And certainly the good ol’ U.S. A. —because who else 
would be tickled by the idea of renaming a national monument the “Taco Liberty Bell?” 

Boese walked us through some of history’s most influential April Fool’s Day jokes — the noto- 
rious, the successful, the truly cringe-worthy 


1698 

The washing of the lions 
at the Tower of London 

In the first documented April Fools’ prank, Brits 
handed out invitations to “see the lions being 
washed at the Tower of London.” The Tower did 
have a royal menagerie then, but there was no 
public washing. They resurrected the gag in the 
19th century-when there really weren’t any lions 
there. Ha ha? Maybe you had to be there. 


1905 

Robbery of the U.S. Treasury 

The German newspaper Berliner Tageblatt 
printed a story claiming that all the silver and 
gold had been stolen from the U.S. Treasury, in 
a heist orchestrated by American millionaires. 
The hoax snowballed when other newspapers 
across Europe reprinted it. Boese deems this a 
solid prank. “It caused a bit of a ruckus, but no 
one got hurt-just embarrassed.” 


1957 

The Swiss spaghetti harvest 

In a news segment, the BBC reported Swiss 
farmers were celebrating an unusually plentiful 
spaghetti crop. The story included staged foot- 
age of workers plucking limp pasta from trees. 
Amazingly, a lot of people believed it, and the 
prank is widely considered the most successful 
April Fools’ Day joke of all time. 

1977 

The Republic of San Serif fe 

Who wouldn’t want to vacation on the exotic, 
semicolon-shaped islands of Upper Caisse and 
Lower Caisse in the Republic of San Seriffe? The 
fictional archipelago-detailed in a seven-page 
supplement in the Guardian newspaper, rife 
with droll typographical puns-tricked some 
gullible subscribers and convinced advertisers 
the fool’s holiday could be lucrative. “The sup- 
plement made a ton of money,” Boese says. 

1984 

Resurrecting the mammoth 

Before “Jurassic Park,” the concept of bringing 
animals back from extinction would obviously 
be a joke-at least, that was the thinking behind 
an MIT Technology Review article about Russian 
scientists who were planning to “retrobreed” the 
woolly mammoth. But the April Fools’ Day fakery 
was picked up by the Chicago Tribune and other 
papers before everyone realized it was a prank. 


1996 

The Taco Liberty Bell 

In a widely published full-page ad, the Taco Bell 
fast-food chain declared that it had purchased 
the Liberty Bell and was hereby renaming it the 
Taco Liberty Bell. Boese says the prank paved 
the way for more elaborate corporate hoaxes. 

2000 

Really, Romania? 

What’s the best way to celebrate April Fools’? 

If you’re the Romanian edition of Playboy, the 
answer is: Publish a blatantly misogynist step- 
by-step guide titled “How to Beat Your Wife. ... 
Without Leaving Marks on Her Body.” Among 
those who didn’t laugh: women, people who 
respect women and Playboy’s international 
corporate brass, who were appalled and quickly 
apologized, the New York Times reported. 

2004 

The dead chihuahua 

Recall the scene from “National Lampoon’s 
Vacation” in which Chevy Chase accidentally 
drags Dinky the dog to his death after forget- 
ting the animal was tied to the bumper of the 
car? Well, a Florida man pranked his co-worker 
by tying a dead chihuahua he’d found on the 
street to the back of the man’s truck. Hilarity 
did not ensue when a sheriff’s deputy stopped 
the co-worker and charged the prankster with 
failing to properly dispose of a dead animal.

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RIDESHARE COMPANIES RECEIVE STEADY BUSINESS AT CHICAGO AIRPORTS

B usiness has increased for 
both Uber and Lyft since 
the launch of their Chicago 
airport pick-up services in November of 
last year, offering more on-the-ground 
options for travelers but hurting cab- 
bies who say its hurt their bottom line. 


With the holidays in the rearview mir- 
ror and summer travel season in clear view, 
Lyft says it’s seeing as much as three times 
the growth in Chicago airport rides since its 
launch, according to Lyft spokeswoman Mary 
Caroline Pruitt. 

Uber remained mum on its numbers. 
Thousands of trips are being taken from the 
airport each week, according to Uber spokes- 
woman Brooke Anderson. 

“Riders love having the option to push a 


button and get a ride home after a long day of 
travel, and drivers are no longer forced to re- 
turn from the airport in an empty car with no 
passengers,” Anderson said. 

That maybe, but travelers overwhelmingly 
opt for public transit to get to the airport, 
according to a RedEye Twitter poll, which 
gathered a total of 460 votes. A whopping 
46 percent of people traveling from a Chicago 
airport most recently took a CTA train or bus. 
Another 18 percent took a taxi, and 17 percent

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opted for an Uber or Lyft. Some 19 percent 
took another method of transportation. 

The addition of rideshare services at O’Hare 
and Midway has offered travelers a faster exit 
from the facilities, Chicago Department of 
Aviation spokesman Owen Kilmer said. 

“What we’ve heard on the ground is that as 
a result of rideshare options, passengers have 
seen a reduction in wait times leaving the air- 
ports, especially at O’Hare,” Kilmer said. 

Generally speaking, Uber and Lyft are 
cheaper alternatives to taking a taxi, although 
taking the rideshare service during times of 
surge pricing may price out to be the same or 
even more expensive than a cab. 

But while Uber and Lyft may be a more af- 
fordable and technologically savvy transpor- 
tation option, taxicabs are still in the game— 
even though many cab drivers complain they’ve 
lost business to Uber and Lyft at the airports. 

Tony Soltani, 54, who said he’s a veteran of 
the taxicab business, said Uber and Lyft have 
taken about 25 percent of his business since 
being allowed to pick up travelers at the air- 
ports— something he said has cost him time 
and money 

“Before Uber, we used to wait one hour at 
the airport to pick up passengers, which was 
normal, but now we have to wait three hours 
to get a customer,” Soltani said in frustration. 

He said he makes his way out to the airports, 
on average, once or twice a day to drop off cus- 
tomers. Typically drivers will then wait in a taxi 
lot until they’re allowed to pick up new passen- 
gers at the cabstand. While Soltani said he hates 
returning to the city empty-handed, sometimes 
he just can’t afford to wait at the airport. 

“The parking lot where we park and wait is 
sometimes full, and the cab line goes outside 
and into the street and goes down about two 
miles, so I just go back empty,” Soltani said. 

Despite the many qualms taxi drivers may 
have with the rideshare companies, travelers 
who have switched to using the rideshare op- 
tions gave a few reasons why they choose the 
service over taking the CTA or a cab. 

“It’s more convenient than taxis, and it’s 
also cheaper. You can easily book an Uber or 
Lyft from an app, and you don’t need to wait 
in line like you would for a taxi,” 22-year-old 
Lincolnwood resident Jabbar Mohammed 
said as he waited for his Uber to arrive at an 
O’Hare loading zone. 

James Minor, a 25-year-old Hyde Park resi- 
dent, said he’s used Lyft to get to and from 
O’Hare and finds it more convenient than 
taking the CTA or a cab. 

“Catching a bus or Metra to the Blue Line 
takes more time, and Lyft is cheaper— to me — 
over taking a cab,” Minor said. ‘Also, having 
Lyft on my phone makes it easier to pay” 

Ease and reliability are what attracted 
21-year-old Evanston resident Margaret Shav- 
lik to the rideshare service. 

“I can click a couple buttons on my phone, 
and it arrives five minutes later. I don’t have

to hope I’m able to hail a cab or reserve a cab 
ahead of time. I know there will always be 
an Uber available when I’m ready to leave,” 
Shavlik said. 

‘Also, to get to O’Hare from Evanston on 
the ‘L,’ I would have to take the Purple Line 
to the Red Line, then Red Line all the way 
into The Loop — the wrong way— and then 
transfer to Blue Line to go back Northwest. 
It takes an hour and a half at least,” Shavlik 
added. ‘And carrying a suitcase up and down 
stairs for the ‘E is very much a pain.”

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CHICAGO HOMICIDES 
AT LEVELS NOT SEEN 
IN ALMOST 2 DECADES

A s the first quarter of 2016 
nears an end, violence in 
Chicago has reached levels 
unseen in years, putting the city on 
course to top 500 homicides for only 
the second time since 2008. 

As of 6 a.m. Wednesday homicides totaled 
135, a 71 percent jump over the 79 killings in 
the same year-earlier period, official Police 
Department statistics show That repre- 
sented the worst first quarter of a year since 
136 homicides in 1999, according to the data. 

Shootings have jumped by comparable 
numbers as well. As of Wednesday at least 
727 people had been shot in Chicago so far 
this year, a 73 percent rise from 422 a year ear- 
lier, according to a Tribune analysis of depart- 
ment data. 

Worse yet, that jump follows two consecu- 
tive years in which shootings rose by double 
digits, the analysis found. Homicides also rose 
by about 12.5 percent last year over 2014. 

A SLOWER RISE IN KILLINGS 
FOR MARCH 

If there was any hopeful sign in the numbers, 
it would be that for most of March, homicides 
rose citywide by a more modest 25 percent 
from the same year-earlier period, the depart- 
ment said. 


Crime experts caution about making year- 
to-year comparisons, but Arthur Lurigio, a 
professor of criminal justice and psychology at 
Loyola University Chicago, called the escalat- 
ing violence at the start of the year “alarming.” 

“We have to go back decades to find jumps 
of this magnitude in year-to-year compari- 
sons,” he said. “We’re on our way to 500 ho- 
micides again. We’re going backward.” 

After an unrelated news conference 
Wednesday new interim police Superinten- 
dent Eddie Johnson found an optimistic note 
in the recent slowing of the percentage in- 
crease in homicides. 

“If we can build on that momentum, we’ll 
be doing good,” he said. 

Johnson said gang conflicts and the prolif- 
eration of guns continue to fuel the violence. 

FEWER ARRESTS BECAUSE OF 
CPD CHANGES, SCRUTINY? 

The surge in violence comes at a tumultuous 
time for the Police Department. On Monday, 
Mayor Emanuel passed over the three final- 
ists his hand-picked Police Board had chosen 
for police superintendent and instead plucked 
Johnson from the command staff for the post. 

In February the Tribune reported a pre- 
cipitous drop in morale among Chicago 
police, citing interviews with numerous of- 
ficers. They told the newspaper the Laquan 
McDonald shooting had made them less ag- 
gressive on the street out of fear that doing 
even basic police work would get them into 
trouble. Criminals were taking advantage of 
their passive approach, they said. 

The Police Department on Jan. 1 also began

requiring that cops fill out detailed reports 
every time they make a street stop as part of 
a new state law and a landmark agreement 
worked out with the American Civil Liberties 
Union. The change— the result of concerns 
over racial profiling— has not only kept offi- 
cers busy with paperwork longer than before, 
officers said, but also increased their anxiety 
about being second-guessed on whom they’ve 
stopped. 

The result was that officers made 6,818 ar- 
rests in January, a 32 percent drop from nearly 
10,000 arrests a year earlier. The number of 
street stops also has plummeted, with 9,044 
investigatory stop reports issued in January, 
a fraction of the 61,330 “contact cards” that 


police issued during January 2015. 

Crime experts and the ACLU have con- 
tended that no empirical evidence exists that 
would suggest the low police activity has led 
to a rise in violence. 

In the brief interview Wednesday Johnson 
said that he didn’t think morale was so bad but 
that officers had been confused by the rollout 
of the new street stop reports. But that has 
improved with training, he said. 

TROUBLING TRENDS 

It’s important to keep in mind that the vio- 
lence is far reduced from the early 1990s, 
when homicides sometimes exceeded 900 in 
a year. But what continues to be troubling is 
that in recent years, Chicago’s violence has 
outpaced New York and Los Angeles even 
though both are more populous. That gulf ap- 
pears to have only worsened so far this year. 

As they have been traditionally neighbor- 
hoods affected the most by the rise in vio- 
lence are on Chicago’s South and West sides, 
which for decades have been stricken by high 
concentrations of poverty lack of investment 
from the city illegal drug activity and an in- 
tractable gang problem. 

Over on the West Side, the Rev Ira Acree, 
an outspoken pastor in the Austin commu- 
nity, talked about fragmented families, a poor 
school system and a proliferation of guns as 
being among the causes of the violence. 

“It’s a crisis here in Chicago,” he said about 
the disturbing level of violence so early in the 
year. “Unless something radical transpires in 
our city there’s going to be a bloodbath this 
summer.”

THE MATCHUPS 
Oklahoma vs. Villanova

These teams met earlier in the season, and 
the Sooners turned it into a laugher behind a 
barrage of 3-pointers, making 14 behind the 
arc in the 78-55 win. Expect this one to be 
much closer and more entertaining. 


Syracuse vs. North Carolina 

7:49 p.m. Saturday, TBS 

Round 3 for the ACC rivals. The Tar Heels won 
both regular-season meetings by wrecking 
Orange’s zone with their strong post play. 

Fail to figure out how to stop North Carolina 
inside and the Tar Heels could sweep into the 
title game. 

Championship game: 8 p.m. Monday, TBS

‘Everybody Wants Some!!' 
brings the ' 80 s to life 


“Everybody Wants 
Some!!” is not one 
of those movies 
worried about trivial 
things like “plot” 
and “conflict” and 
“resolution.” Rather, 
writer-director 
Richard Linklater’s 
spiritual sequel to his 
1993 film “Dazed and 
Confused” is more 
like a perfectly shot 
Polaroid of a really fun party— everything in 
that moment is so beautifully captured that 
you relive it as you look, overcome by nostal- 
gia you didn’t know existed. 

“EWS” parties on the weekend before class 
starts, as a house full of baseball players set im- 
pending work as a problem for another day It’s 
1980, and how it is: The guys are in tight jeans 
or short shorts, many of them sporting mus- 
taches that look like something out of a porno 
now but surely were very fashionable then. An 


Oldsmobile blasting “My Sharona” announces 
the arrival of Jake (Blake Jenner), a freshman 
pitcher blank and likable enough for viewers to 
project their own 18 -year-old selves onto him. 
There are pinball machines and waterbeds, but 
the film’s commitment to recreating the era 
never gets too cute with its references. 

More importantly the ensemble cast’s 
chemistry sells the rowdy, competitive, 
obnoxious team, whose behavior is always 
borderline offensive. Linklater doesn’t shy 
away from acknowledging the male gaze with 
pans of college women’s bodies. In 2016, it 
could feel uncomfortably crass, but through 
the lenses of the guys and time, it seems hon- 
est and unfiltered— the characters objectify- 
ing, not the camera. 

And it’s not as if the movie condones the 
characters’ morally ambiguous ways. They 
spend nights at various bars (disco, country 
punk), trying on different identities in hopes 
of bringing a girl back to the house. Jake 
ponders the phoniness of the strategy, asking, 
“Who are we really?” Responds Finn (Glen

Powell), an older and pseudo-wiser ballplayer 
(think Matthew McConaughey in “Dazed”): 
‘A couple of guys who will do whatever it 
takes to get laid.” Other than “horny college 
guy” and “baseball player,” none of these 
dudes have the slightest idea who they are, 
favoring vicious rounds of ping-pong over 
any real self-discovery 

But it’s in these small moments that the 
characters exchange hilarious insults and 
telling insights (“It’s a gift to be striving at all, 


even if it looks futile to others”). Certainly 
there are moments that drag the nothing- 
ness on too long, and it’s not as if Linklater 
(who ended “Boyhood” with a guy arriving 
at college and has plenty of movies hinging 
on unhurried conversations that consider 
the passage of time) hasn’t been here before. 
Yet the filmmaker’s trademark introspection 
makes “Everybody Wants Some!!” funny and 
affecting, if familiar. When you’re dealing with 
nostalgia, that’s not such a terrible thing. 
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a movies \ 


'Midnight Special/ or 
'My Son Might Be an Alien’ 


The quiet sci-fi of 
“Midnight Special” 
might include a men- 
tion of Superman, 
but those seeking the 
explosions of “Dawn 
of Justice” will enjoy 
this only for about 
30 seconds. Rather, 
the new movie from 
writer-director 
Jeff Nichols (“Take 
Shelter”) feels sort 
of like what “Tomor- 
rowland” might have been if it were for 
adults and actually good, or “E.T.” byway of 
the Coen brothers ... if the brilliant siblings’ 
(“No Country for Old Men,” “A Serious 
Man”) outlook flipped from skeptical to 
hopeful. 

Savvy Coen fans know that probably 
means there’s a kidnapping involved, though 
the use of that word is debatable. In “Mid- 
night Special,” Roy (sometimes- Chicagoan 
Michael Shannon) and his old pal Lucas 
(Joel Edgerton) take Roy’s son Alton (Jaeden 
Lieberher of “St. Vincent”) from the boy’s 
adopted father Calvin (Sam Shepard) for rea- 
sons that aren’t immediately clear. It’s better 
to let Nichols handle the dissemination of 
information; know that members of Calvin’s 
church/ranch and an NS A agent (Adam 
Driver) follow in hot pursuit to reclaim the 
boy Now’s probably a good time to mention 
that Alton has the ability to shoot super- 
bright, laser-like light out of his eyes, amid 
other supernatural powers. 

Oh, time out: Speaking of the Coens and 
other worlds and Adam Driver: Yes, dur- 
ing this movie I was reminded of the actor 



saying “Outer! Space!” in one of many great 
moments in “Inside Llewyn Davis.” 

Anyway when “Midnight Special” should 
pick up steam, it glides. Nichols has a certain 
narrative softness to his work, and his latest 
might be an extended “Twilight Zone” epi- 
sode with a more muted tone and focus on 
family What lingers most is the many shots 
of people just outside the light beaming in 
naturally or artificially, longing to get in on 
what they hold most important— whether 
it’s family, religion or otherwise. Of course, 
Roy notes that good people die every day 
believing in things. 

Even if it feels like Nichols is playing with 
someone else’s toys here, he’s wise enough 
not to need to overexplain that there are 
people who take the unexplainable as cred- 
ible enough, and those who don’t, while still 
parsing out hope/love as inspiring and fear/ 
faith as possibly dangerous commodities.

Hey, Loki can sing, y’all 


We’ve seen British 
actors play Super- 
man (Henry Cavill), 
Batman (Christian 
Bale) and Spider-Man 
(Andrew Garfield), all 
of whom have Ameri- 
can origins, and those 
performances have 
won over audiences 
to at least some de- 
gree. 

Playing a real-life 
folk hero, however, is another challenge 
entirely for an actor born across the pond. 
That is London-born Tom Hiddleston’s 
charge in “I Saw the Light,” the new biopic 
about country music legend Hiram “Hank” 
Williams. 

Hiddleston, perhaps best known for play- 
ing Thor’s adopted brother Loki in three 
Marvel films, does not seem the obvious 
choice to play a singer from rural Alabama. 
Yet the 35-year-old is, in a word, marvelous. 

“I Saw the Light” wastes no time featuring 
his vocals, opening with an a capella version 
of “Cold, Cold Heart” before picking up 
Williams’ life with his marriage to Audrey 
Mae Sheppard (Elizabeth Olsen) in a filling 
station. That scene might be the happiest 
the audience sees Williams over the next 
two hours, as the singer’s demons are front 
and center. No one can accuse director Marc 
Abraham of glossing over Williams’ drinking, 
womanizing and struggles to manage back 
pain caused by spina bifida. 


Like many artists with turbulent personal 
lives, Williams appears most at peace when 
performing; he produced 33 top-io hits be- 
fore dying of heart failure at age 29. Not that 
it’s a perfect solution, especially considering 
the pessimistic lyrics of many of his songs. 
Take Williams’ first No. 1 hit, “Lovesick 
Blues.” Fred Rose (Bradley Whitford), his 
friend and a music publishing executive, 
is reluctant to record the song because it’s 
“painful in all the wrong ways.” 

Yet Williams prefers the stage to deal- 
ing with his considerably less talented wife 
angling for time in the spotlight or his 
managers asking him to fulfill obligations he’s 
deemed unworthy of his time. 

Hiddleston excels at magnifying the ten- 
sion between Williams and those closest to 
him: his mother, his bandmates, his handlers 
and his wife. You very much believe Hank 
and Audrey Mae can’t stand each other at 
their lowest points. One scene that finds her 
bedridden following an operation as Hank 
visits her is brutal emotionally 

Are we convinced that the on-and-off 
couple belonged together in the first place? 
That’s a harder leap to make and one of the 
few letdowns of the movie. 

“I Saw the Light” prides itself on its hon- 
esty much like its subject matter. 

“Country music, it’s sincere,” Williams tells 
a reporter in one scene. ‘Ain’t nothing phony 
A man sings a sad song, he knows it’s sad.” 

All of this won’t add up to necessarily 
feeling sorry for Hank Williams, but you’ll 
believe he was unapologetic and genuine.

Poke Co.

Off to a good start

loha Poke isn’t a secret Facebook function exclusive to Hawaii. It’s a 
new food stall in the Chicago French Market that serves traditional 
Hawaiian-style salads and rice bowls topped with hunks of seasoned 
y raw fish. And it’s a beautiful thing. 


You see, not all food writers— especially 
this one — spend every meal at five-star estab- 
lishments. As a downtown office dweller, my 
lunchtime favorites are probably similar to 
yours: Jimmy John’s Vito sub, Wow Bao buns 
and a number of guilt-free salads for good 
measure. Tiring of that fast-food trio, Aloha 
Poke sounded like a dream. 

The scene 

Houston, we have a Hot Doug’s situation. I 
don’t know if it will always be this way, but 
the day I visited, the line for poke was about 
30 people deep. Owner Zach Friedlander 
(former mixologist and GM at The Bedford) 
said they’re currently going through 1,000 
pounds of fish a week to satisfy demand. 
Clearly I’m not the only Jimmy John’s burn- 
out seeking refuge. I actually had to check 
if I was in the right place because Aloha’s 
neighbor Lillie’s Q, purveyor of fine smoked 
meats and one of the best bottled barbecue 
sauces in the country was dead. 

Friedlander projects a calming and gra- 
cious warmth, the human equivalent of a 
Coleman camping lantern. When I asked 
him how he got into the poke game, I half- 
expected him to tell me the story of a recipe 
passed down through generations. 

“I wish. I’m not one of those dudes who 
had a concept or dreamed 
to open a 1930s shipwreck- 
themed cocktail bar,” he said. 

“Mostly I knew I wanted to 
open a sustainable, fun place 
where I could really provide 
some great hospitality” 

The food 

The setup at Aloha is similar to Chipotle: 
Pick a size (big, little or veg), base (mixed 
greens or white or brown rice), fish (mari- 
nated or “naked,” salmon or tuna) and add 
various toppings and sauces. For the indeci- 
sive, there are also five pre-customized house 
bowls ($6.5 o-$9-50, depending on size and 
toppings). Abu want the Crunch bowl. The 
veggies— cucumber, scallion, edamame and 
jalapeno— are so crunchy and cool you’ll 
swear they’ve been sitting in the greatest let- 
tuce crisper of all time. 

But what really makes the bowl is glistening 
tobiko, or flying fish roe, and tempura-fried 
onion. Each bite includes a salty, satisfying 
pop of that mix. The final touch is a fiery, 
sweet combination of chili aioli and samu- 
rai sauce, which is a sweet soy glaze similar 
to unagi sauce. If samurai sauce rings a bell, 
it’s probably because it’s a recipe from Tony 



D’Alessandro (Friedlander calls him the 
“sauce boss”), who also serves the stuff at his 
place, Big and Little’s. You still get to pick 
your fish with Aloha’s house bowls. Both the 
tuna and salmon are fantastic with a creamy 
smooth finish like freshly scooped sherbet. 
The tuna is a touch richer, but marinated ver- 
sions of each burst with soy and sesame. 

The thing about poke bowls is they’re 
simple and there’s not much to hide behind. 
Every element has to be perfect. Though it 
didn’t detract too much, I found the rice to be 
a little soggy something that was consistent 
across four different bowls I tried, 
whether the rice was brown or 
white. Friedlander acknowledged 
this and said it’s been tricky He’s 
tried a few different rice cookers, 
eventually reaching out to Joong 
Boo Market, an Asian grocery and 
Korean restaurant, and asking for 
the biggest industrial cooker they had. He’s 
working on the texture. 

None of the other house bowls was as 
compelling as the Crunch, though I liked the 
sweetness of pineapple and maui onion in the 
Aloha bowl. The 808, named after a Hawai- 
ian area code, was drizzled with fabulous yuzu 
ranch, a creamy white dressing exploding 
with citrus flavor. 

Bottom line 

Aloha Poke is a unique, fresh and tasty alter- 
native to the usual afternoon nap-inducing 
Loop lunch choices. The crew here has to 
make some adjustments so the rice comes 
out firmer and less soggy, but the marinated 
raw fish and vegetable toppings are so re- 
freshing that the rice texture hardly matters.
